Mountains of green beans, stuffed animals, instant potatoes, winter coats, turkeys, 
and toys turned SRT classrooms into grocery stores and shopping malls for the less fortunate.

Members of Interact, N- Teens, Peer Mediators, and Student 
Council all exemplified the energy and determination displayed by club 
members at Lake Central.

Adjusting to Block 8 scheduling 

“ Hey, who is that? I was hoping I would get the 
teacher my brother had. He said she was really cool. 

“ Yeah, me, too. I've never heard of this teacher." 

“ Must be one of the TWENTY-TWO new ones!’ 

Used to dealing with change, LC faced one ot its 
biggest ever. Students had to adjust to block scheduling and 
other changes as well. One of the most obvious changes was 
new faces among the faculty. 

Adjustment wasn't just for students; teachers new or 
returning experienced adjustment necessities. Mr. Mark 
South, second-year German teacher, said, “I get along really 
well w ith the new teachers because they are closer to my age. 
LC reacted to the implementation of block scheduling w ith 
mixed emotions. From an idea conceived four years earlier 
and with students and teachers somewhat fearful, the 
advancement to blue and white days with 90-minute periods 
began. 

The initial transition was easier than anticipated. 
From the first day a full-year calendar dispelled any confusion 
about “what would happen if," and students were warned 
against schedule changes and dropping classes. Although 
nine new teaching positions were added, classes still appeared 
crowded. 

The everyday routine offered four 90-minute periods 
with classes meeting every other day. All students were 
required to take Student Resource Time (SRT). during which 
extra help, tutoring, and club meetings could take place. 

For many the first two days proved a disaster, but 
then students began admiting that they liked the new routine. 
English teacher, Mr. Jason McCaslin. enjoyed having time for 
students to get deep into the lesson without running out of 
time. On the dow n side memory became more important; Ms. 
Nancy Crooks, math teacher, said her students had a difficult 
time remembering details to complete their assignments. 

According to students, the less-homework scenario 
disappeared after the first two weeks, w hen teachers began to 
panic that not enough material was being covered. When were 
students supposed to do all this homework? SRT? Could it 
be? Besides making up tests and attending meetings, students 
agreed they used the SRT time as study time. 

The first year of any change can be difficult, but by 
second semester some still were unsure about block scheduling. 
Before implementation teachers had agreed that two years 
were needed to determine the success.

Meeting All Requirements 

Toward the beginning of spring students scheduled their 
classes for the following year. What classes would they take? Many 
determining factors played into these decisions. Personal likes and 
future goals aided students in choosing classes that suit them. Some 
powerful forces involved in the decision were the requirements that 
the nation, state, and school made to graduate from high school. Many 
requirements have remained the same throughout the years. Everyone 
needed to take English, U.S. History, government, economics, physical 
education, health, science, and math. The length of time needed in 
each subject area varied from one semester to four years. Each student 
also needed 40 credits to graduate. Requiring students to take these 
classes helped prepare them for life after high school.

These students strove for greatness and 
academic achievement. The path toward greatness started for these 
students their freshman year w hen they began scheduling classes that 
allowed them to receive the academic honors diploma. They began 
taking honors classes and worked to receive high grades in all of their 
classes. For many students they started to see the results of their hard 
w ork tow ard the end of their junior year and throughout their senior 
year. Seniors received numerous honors including scholarships to 
colleges and universities. One prestigious award that a few r seniors 
received each year was the National Merit Scholarship. Three LC 
students. Mandy Muenich, Melissa Peronto. and Sarah Slavik, received 
this high honor before graduating. Carshae Davis received a similar 
honor. The National Achievement Scholarship Program honored her 
for scoring in the top five percent of Black Americans on the PSAT 
test. 

LC made guidelines to help students reach individual goals.

Getting your hands into it 

High school students always have their favored 
classes, and hands-on type classes always rank high w ith 
most students. With the advent of the new block scheduling, 
many students who never before had an opportunity chose 
to try a class they could get their hands into, literally. 

Ask most students what they least liked about 
their school day, and you would inevitably hear complaints 
about heavy lecture classes. Even when materials were 
presented in an innovative approach. 90 minutes was a long 
time to sit there, listen, and concentrate. "Sometimes I 
think students enjoy a hand-on class so that they are not so 
confined to their seats for long periods of time,” said Ms. 
Shirley Hewlett as she neared the end of her thirty-third 
year in teaching. "In all my classes there is a constant 
movement, with students performing a wide variety of 
skills at the same time. It's a little exhausting for me. but 
I do believe they benefit from it.” 

Students w ho chose any type of class that offered 
them a chance to perform a skill often agreed that the time 
flew during that class period. As soon as students were 
involved in a skill, no matter the level of demand, they often 
stopped watching the clock. “We have to remember that 
clock-w atching occurs for different reasons.” Hew lett said. 
"Watching the clock to make sure you'll have enough time 
to dry your print is a totally different aspect than w atching 
the clock and counting minutes to leave.” 

Thankfully, LC offered a variety of hands-on 
learning experiences. Art classes, photo classes, computer 
classes, auto mechanics, wood shop, drafting, foods, and 
graphics among the others served for a needed break from 
lecture and academic concentration. So successful were 
these classes, that most academic teachers began borrow ing 
techniques to aid time disappearance for the 90-minute 
classes.

As 
troubled drivers sit and think that there's not a safe way 
out. students are in luck. Lake Central's Technology 
Center can fix that problem. Lake Central has a wide 
range of mechanical and technological training for students 
to master. 

LC offers a class to help students learn how to fix 
cars and another to put metal together by welding and still 
other technological fixings. Those enrolling soon learn 
that this could be as fun as students expect. It also is handy 
in the future for students who want to proceed with 
technology as a career. 

Not only can boys enter this program, girls also 
enter this program. Many girls enter in printing and 
machine shops, no doubt anticipating a more lucrative 
career than many offered to girls.

Other shop classes make things for classrooms, 
such as bookshelves, podiums, shelves and special sizing 
of ordinary items like tables. The welding program 
teaches students the concept of welding metals together. 
Not only can broken items be repaired, but students opting 
for a welding career know something more about the types 
of w elding before they go on to a specific welding program. 

To get more know ledge on technology and other 
mechanical programs, students also consider shop-type 
hands-on classes a treat and a break in their daily routine. 
Quite often shop classes are the favorites of these students, 
like Ryan Lukowski (12), who stated. “The Machine Shop 
is going to help me for college and for what I'm going to 
major in, in college.*' Many students take these classes to 
prepare for the future. If students want to get a degree for 
college in technology or perhaps try for one of the building 
trades programs, then Lake Central has prepared well to let 
students reach the standards they need.

Senior quarterback Mike Arcella and senior wide receiver Nick Testa, known for the one-two punch, led the 
team that had something to prove. And they did. 

Opening against Merrillville, mistakes caused the 10-6 loss. After that defeat the team rolled over 
Portage. Seniors Chris Sobh, Rob Hefner, and junior running back Dan Duncan rumbled out of the backfield, 
averaging a total of400 yards rushing. They won 44-28. Munster visited the burial grounds thinking they could 
easily win, but they were wrong. LC's running game mixed with passing gave Munster a monster headache, 
with the Indians winning 55-12. 

Griffith, the first defending state champion on the LC schedule, experienced the Arcella-to-Testa 
combination on a roll. Testa scored four touchdowns in the 34-7 win. Homecoming, pitted against E.C. Central, 
proved eventful. Down 13-12 at halftime, the Indians came back strong to pull out a satisfying 39-19 victory. 

Bishop Noll never had a chance. The fired-up defense forced a turnover nearly every time they were 
on the field, and the LC offense capitilized with a 41-0 lead at the half. Coupled with a well-timed 
thunderstorm, the lead held, as the game was cancelled before halftime ended. The Indians won without even 
getting tired. 

Even a 4-hour bus trip to Decatur Central could not deter the Indians, who came home victorious 
48-40. Now came the big test. Playing the 3-time defending Class 5 A State Champions the Penn Kingsman, 
the offense scored 34 points on a defense that had not allowed more than 14 points the whole year. Penn 
special teams won it for them, as they were able to get good field position and ran a kickoff back for a 
touchdown. Penn won 37-34. 

Elkhart Central dropped in as the Indians beat them up for 28-6 win. The Indians drew Crown Point 
in the first round of sectionals. Racking up 63 points in the win, LC prepared for Valpo, who came out like 
a Howitzer, defeating the Indians 47-21. Having been favored to win the sectional play, the defeat was rough. 

“We all had higher expectations and more potential then we showed,” said senior tight end Andrew Bona. 

Players could barely realize the season was over. Senior offensive tackle Allen Bergren said, “All 
good things come to an end. Unfortunately it ended this way.” 

But memories remained positive. “No LC team has been friends like all of us were,” said senior 
middle linebacker Dave Layman. 

The Penn game would not be forgotten. Senior offensive guard Victor Lam said, “Our best game 
by far was against Penn. That was the most emotional that the team played as a whole.”

Imagine spending over eleven hours at school every day. Spending every 
vacation submerged in 236.000 gallons of water and working non-stop on the achievement 
of your goals. That is the life of a swimmer, but this year it paid off substantially for the 
boys swimming and diving team. 

The pay-off included an undefeated season 10-0, 14 consecutive sectional titles, 
and a runner-up trophy at state. “The school has only won seven state trophies and three 
of them have been from boys swimming.** said coach Jim Tonkovich. 

The boys kicked off their season destroying their competition at Valparaiso. 
More wins followed against Highland and Griffith, but their most exciting early season win 
was their fifth consecutive Munster Relay champion title. 

Then the Blizzard of *99 swept the Midwest and the boys were unable to compete 
in away meets for three weeks; they missed one of the biggest regular season meets: The 
Columbus North and Carmel Invitational. 

At sectionals the 200 medley relay, consisting of Todd Smolinski. Ray Robison, 
Ryan Nigh, and Dale Ramsy, took the sectional title with a lime of 1:36.40. Also, the 200 
free relay of Matt Palko. Ramsy. Ben Simes. and Robison won with a 1:28.21 finish. In 
addition the 400 free relay of Simes, Ramsy. Palko, and Smolinski swept the competition 
with a time of 3:11.95. All three relays set sectional and pool records. 

Additional individual state qualfiers included Smolinski, Palko. Ramsy. Simes, 
Robison, Paul Frame, and Jamey Eckstein. Plus, divers Corey Detmar and Dave Leluga also 
advanced to state. The team headed towards state with all three relays seated first, a large 
amount of individual qualifiers, and two divers, which gave the team a competitive edge. 

Now it was time for the hard-work to pay off. The 200 medley relay became 

state champions with a time 1:35.19. Smolinski was runner-up the 200 1M and won the 

100 backstroke. Ben Simes finished elevnth in the 200 free and tenth in the 100 free. Dave 
Leluga finished twelfth and Corey Detmar sixteenth in the diving competition. 

Dale Ramsy finished fifth in the 50 free, while Palko finished thirteenth. The 200 
free relay placed third, clenching a school record, with a time of 1:26.81. Robison finished 

fourth in the 100 breaststroke and tweflth in the 1 (X) fly. The 400 free relay set another 

school record with 3:09.56. and took second. 

The team finished strong with 205 points, the most points ever in school history 
at a state meet, and earned runner-up honors. Coach Tonkovich added.” The kids learned 
to believe in themselves and if they worked hard enough, they could do anything.*’ 

In retrospect, the season was the best anyone could ask for. Senior Ray Robison 
remarked “This was the coolest year I've had in my four arduous years of swimming. We 
had fun and swam with the confidence of champions. When we went down to stale, it was 
a great year, which consisted of a group of characters 1 will never forget.”
